characteristics. 

5 1 . (Currently Amended) A system computer readable medium as recited in claim 50 wherein 
the dynamic rich media objects have format characteristics that include at least player type and 
bandwidth. 

52. (Currently Amended) A system computer readable medium as recited in claim 65 wherein 
the rich media presentation includes at least one dynamic rich media object selected based on 
participant profiling. 

53. (Currently Amended) A system computer readable medium as recited in claim 52, in which 
participant profiling includes permission levels. 

54. (Currently Amended) A system computer readable medium as recited in claim 53, in which 
participant profiling includes system attributes. 

55. (Currently Amended) A system computer readable medium as recited in claim 54, in which 
participant attributes are selected from the group comprising bandwidth and player type. 

60. (Currently Amended) A system computer readable medium as recited in claim 65 wherein 
the process further comprising means for providing a search engine for searching the attributes of 
the dynamic rich media objects associated with the rich media presentation. 

62. (Currently Amended) A system computer readable medium as recited in claim 65 wherein 
the participant input field stores information in a form of a quiz response. 

88. (Currently Amended) The method computer readable medium of claim 81 wherein the 
mandatory component is a quiz. 

89. (Currently Amended) The method computer readable medium of claim 81 wherein the 
mandatory component is whether a view has read a document.
